Gutierrez Men -avo, former ma­ 
jor in Prim e Minister Fidel Cas- 
tr >’s rebel arm y, was one of the 
most successful guerrilla lead­ 
ers against ex-dictator Fulgen- 
n o Batista. He turned against 
Castro when the Havana regime 
became Communist. 
M any here believe both Ray 
and Gutierrez Menoyo may be 
in Cuba now. 
Sources in San Juan reported 
that Ray left Puerto Rico over 
the weekend. 
Ray, 
39, an 
engineer, 
went 
Into hiding, two weeks ago, aft­ 
er saying in a telephone inter­ 
view that he would return to 
Cuba either alone or with two 
or three others to lead Ute un­ 


derground on tile island. He left 
behind a well-paying Puerto R i­ 
can government job, a wife and 
five children.

from a station identifying itself 
as Radio Free Cuba, “ transm it­ 
ting from within Cuban terri­ 
tory'’ told tho Cuban people the 
hour of the Communist “ traitors 
is very near.” It apj>ealed to 
Castro's 
soldiers, 
militiamen 
and workers to rebel. 
Exile leaders claim Castro’s 
regime is ripe for ouster, but 
U.S. officials believe the Com­ 
munist dictatorship has such a 
tight, police-state grip on Cuba 
as to make a popular uprising 
unlikely.

Striking local 306 of tile United

ment terms with Budd in over­ 
night negotiations and the union 
rank and file later ratified the 
terms. 
The strike of 3.700 Budd em­ 
ployes had affected production 
at Ford and Chrysler car and 
truck factories. Budd is a sup­ 
plier to both companies. 
A strikers’ mass meeting rati­ 
fied the settlement by a vote of 
811 
to 232, Local 306 officials 
said. 
Local 306 called its strike over 
what it termed a backlog of un­ 
settled grievances. Neither pay 
raises nor production standards 
were at issue. 
With Budd’s supplies of wheel 
hubs, brake drums and metal 
stampings cut off. Ford laid off 
4.000 men at its nearby Wixom 
plant. The plant makes Thun­ 
derbird and Lincoln Continental 
models.

Canadian 
officer. 
L ieu­ 
tenant 
Colonel John 
McCrae, 
w ho was killed during the war, 
im m ortalized the flower in his 
famous 
poem. 
“In 
Flanders 
F ields”. Its opening lines are 
fam iliar to m illions of people 
around the world. 
"In Flanders* field the pop­ 
pies blow 
Between the crosses, row on 
r o w — ” 
Returning servicem en brought 
hom e poppies w ith memories of 
battlefields, 
and 
the 
poppie 
flow er soon took on a sacred 
significance. The red flower be­ 
cam e the flow er 
of rem em ­ 
brance for the m en whose lives 
had been lost in the defense of 
freedom. As a memorial em b­ 
lem of the war dead, it under­ 
lined the plight of those men, 
w ho did not die. but returned 
perm anently 
disabled. 
T h e 
poppy soon becam e a symbol of 
honoring the dead and assisting 
the living victim s of the war. 
In 1920 the A m erican Legion 
and the A m erican le g io n A ux­ 
iliary adopted 
the poppy as
